Tho "MQinland Guardian" basgone 
into tho Gulliver line of busiuoss; at 
least, it publishes a correBpondence 
from a gentleman who discourses tbus- 
ly concerning the central railway 
routes : 

"Even that Bute Inlet, and Deans Ca- 
nal were praolioable . with legjfixit*^, 
grades, &o., what do we find, we are told 
on tho best authority, and which all know ; 
First that Bute Inlot has no harbour not 
even for a canoe." 

Tho war-ship Amethyst, a canoo of con- 
siderable magnitude, proceeded to the 
bead of Bute Inlet without difficulty a 
few days ago, and whales, which draw 
- more water than ordinary oanoeo, dis- 
^ port in Waddington harbor without 
Btranding. Tlie Writer prboeed*. to 
say: 

"There ia not a foot of land that an Iq- 
dian could build a hut upon. Monntaina, 
perpondionlar walla of rook, tower from 6 
to 6000 feet high, fields of ioe overhang 
theie mountain*, some covering an area 
of from 8 to iOO aores in ox ten*, ava- 
lanohes, and snow Blides in June and J uly 

- are of daily occnrrence, and what it is in 
winter no man oan tell." 

Just fancy lields of ice overhanging 
moun-aius from 5000 to 6000 feet higb, 
some coveriupr an area of from -SOO to 

'400 acres, aud forniiug an umbrolla of 
■ ioe that will protect the traveler from 
rain and heat iu the suujmor and form 
a capital snowshed . in the winter for 
the railway. We kndw that Nature 

'had done ktfdh for Bute Met; but we 
did not Jrirew that had provided it 

- with umteellas 300 or 400 acres lu ex- 
tent th'^'^overh-rjg" the mountains. 
An ice cream 

establishment would do 
well at Bute. AgaJn, tli^ writer passes 
under review the country from Bute 

- Inlet to Fort Edmonton and asks, 

"What do we see, a picture of desola- 
tion, Dot an aero of land in this vaat area 
fit for tho habitation of man, the face of 
tho country is ii broken mass of volcanic 
uphoaviugd. There is no summer, it is 
winter tho year round. With rcgarils to 
timber for the coustruction of liriilges, 
&c., we are told that there ia not iu 500 
.-. 'miles a single atiek largo enough for a 
telegraph pole. Consequently that every 
Btiek of timber would require tb come 
fronl the Fruser Valley. Bnrrar.l Inlet, 
or its vicinity, oveo if the grades, &c., on 
Bute and Deans wore i)raoticable, the 
want of timber alouo would condemn 
thorn." ' 

The writer must have been observ- 
ing a heavenly body with the aid of a 
po'worf ul telescope, for his description 
of Bute lulot tallies exactly with that 
of a scientist's description of the 
■ moon. If he could discover a new race 
of men with tails in the "vast area" of 
this "picture of desolation" he would 
be entitled to rank high as the disco- 
verer of the ''inissinfi; link." "With ro 
gards to timber" at liuto Inlet, if "suf- 
ficient quantity cannot bo found:'' for 
bridges era telegraph polo we think a 
careful search ^vould discover a tree 
sufficiently largo to furnish a new hend 
for the "Guardian's correspondent, 
whoie present cranium, to judge from 
his writing, would appear to be rather 
the worse for wear.

Sow 
much kinder is Providence to us than 
we are willing to be to ourselves I. At 
the going of these dear faces their 
friends all doomed themselves to an 
eternity of sorrow, and looked to waste 
themselves away in an ever-running 
fountain of tears. How seldom does 
such grief endure! How blessed ia tho 
goodness which forbids us to do so! 
"Lot mo over renienibor my living 
friends, but forgot them as soon as 
dead," was the. nray^er pf p wise man 
who uhderstood the 'mercy of' God. 
Few, perhajDs, would have the courage 
to express such a wish, and yet to do 
HO would only bo to ask for that re- 
leaye from sorrow which a kind Creator 
always extends to us.

If aftor performing those multi- 
farious duties he shall have any time on 
his hands, ho v/ill find ample scope for 
the exercise of his faonllios west of the 
Cascades, work at the Education oflBco 
having attiined proportions of suoh mag- 
nitude as to render assistance necessary. 
We bavo said, and we say again, that the 
appoiotment of a Deputy Superintendeot 
was not in harmony with our feeling at 
the time. But we were willing, after tho 
remarks of Mr. Wallieni, to t-ec the plan 
tried. Indeed, tlie conduct of the Oppo- 
sition in tlio House kd't the Gi)Vernrneiit 
no aliernative. They niado the appoiiit- 
nieut imperative on the Goveruuunt.

Vernon offered no objection to tho obtain- 
mont by Mr. Beaven of an order of tho 
Legislature for tho printing of retnrns 
connected with jjastoral leases. AVhat he 
and ovary,other i-ationid man objected to 
wa.s the constant endeavors of Mr. Beaven 
hirt session to waste Talnable time and 
give trouble with no (jtlier object appar- 
ently than to furnish extra work to tho 
olUcors-of tho Government. Let any one 
read all the resolutions moved by Mr. 
Beaven, even down to moving for all con- 
tracts and agreements in detail, all sums 
of mon(!y ngreed to be jiaid, all liabilities 
incurred, labor, niutiTial or supplio:i or- 
dered and services ri'iulered. giving dates, 
names aa*( nature of services; also, ii full 
atatement of receipts and expouditnroa as 
per revenue e.isLi account book from 
March Ist to April 15th, besides a host of 
others, aiid then say whether his opposi- 
tion was such as the country expected. 
\o one questioned his right to call for 
these returns; but evoryono knows it is 
most unusual to call f(jr two months and 
a half's returns w hoa thoy aro all jDrinted 
in tho annual report. Next, tho Skuidard 
remarks that Mr. C. A. Vernon lias paid 
neither ront nor road-iax upon an oxton- 
sivo pastoral lease. Tho unfortunate edi- 
tor docs not ov(!n seem to know that pas- 
toral land is not liabh- for ruad-ta.x. The 
laud itself was surveyed under tho im 
proa-ion that tho Indians in their several 
localities wore to he roiuove.i to tlieir re- 
serves, for nn Indian settlement forms one 
of tho binindaries of the land in (luestion, 
and a portion of tho settlement, indeed, is 
included in the lease. As the Indians, we 
lire inforiiKul, weu! not reniovi-d, but le- 
maiu upon tho most valuable p a t of the 
lease and pastm-e large numbers of hordes 
and cattle upon it, it became valueless to 
the lossco and he accordingly abandoned 
it aftin losing the cost of survi^y— some 
si'vonty livo dollars.

While tho performance was going on some 
one in tho audience raised a cry of iiru. 
Tho alarm was groundless, but it created 
a panic and a great portion of those in 
the auditorium and m the gallery which 
has a stairway running down to the front 
door started for the only moans of exit. 
Some of tho foremost fell or wore pushed 
down tho stops leading to tho corridor, 
and thoso who came after them fell pell 
mell on them. The surging crowd jinsh- 
ed on these, carrying tho i)artition with 
thorn, and in a few minutes hundreds of 
Chinamen wore piled on top of each other, 
screaming, moaning and crying in Chi- 
nese and English. In a few minutes af- 
ter the accident occurred a few ofiicor.s 
rusliod to tho scone and attempted to ren- 
der assistance, but their ellVirts wijro in 
vain for a while, as those who wero unin- 
jured refused to render any assistance or 
stimd back. A reinforcement ol police 
under Capt. Douglas came up in a short 
time and cleared a spot arotmd. .where. lay 
the fallen men. The offioeirs worked with 
a will, removed the debris and in a little 
while commenced taking out tho unfortu- 
nates who had been crushed by those who 
fell on them. As soon aa taken out they 
wero carried to the street and laid on tho 
sidewalk. The fresh air revived a few, 
bat the majority were dead. After they 
had all been taken ont, it was discovered 
that twenty one wero dead and about tif- 
tecn wotindod. While tho dead and 
wounded woio being removeil the police 
endeavored to press Chinamen into tho 
service of removing tho iiijureil and those 
whoso life had Hod, but they refuted to 
help. The aotors, f ally aware of wh it 
had occurred, continued playihg on tlie 
stage as if nothing had hii]jpon(Ml, and it 
was not until (!apt. Dou)j;1us ludored tho;»i 
to cease playing that t hey put a stop to 
tho perfonuanco.
